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‘Hoover Visitor Causes Big Rumpus at White House 
_by Suggesting That Coolidge Is Planning to 
Come Back in 1932 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 


A few days ago a friend of one of the White House secretaries sat im 
the big office adjoining that of the President. 
It was hot outside, plenty hot. The White House was cool, restful. 


“This probably is the nicest house © 


in Washington when you stop to think 
of it,’’ the visitor ventured. ; 

“Do you mean the most desirable?” 

was asked. 
* “Wholly aside from that,” the visitor 
explained, “it is just about the nicest 
place to live around here, irrespective 
of the political advantages.” 

There was a lapse of a few minutes, 
while the two men looked out the win- 
dows on the broad expanse of well- 
kept lawn, the old trees and the White 
House policeman standing in the shade 
feeding peanuts to a tame squirrel. 

“Rather nice of Mr. Coolidge to have 
turned this lovely house over ‘to Mr. 
and Mrs. Hoover for four years,” the 


_ visitor mused. 


“What do you mean four years?” the 
Hoover secretary demanded quite 
fiercely. ; : 

The visitor saw he had struck a sen- 
sitive spot. 

“Why untii 1933, of course; what else 
could I mean?” 

The secretary just sputtered: 

“Just how do you get that way? 
Can’t you come here and be pleasant 
for a few minutes?” 

“Why, I thought it was set forth 
clearly in the terms of the lease that 
Mr, Coolidge gave up the White House 
for only four years, and that if was 
understood he would be baok at the 
end of four years,” the visitor coun- 
tered. “It was my understanding that 
he forced the nomination of Mr. Hoover 
on the Kansas City Convention after 
an agreement that Coolidge would be 
the party choice in 1932.” 

The Hoover secretary had resort to 
languagé ‘ which is supposed to be 
taboo in Washington nowadays. Among 
the printable things he said was: 

“Kindly get.the hell out of here 
with that kind of a talk,”
